Moxiova Plant Growth Doe« More 
Than AnytliinK Klaie to I^onBeu 
the I'roiitu of Farniinir. 

How are weeds to be eradicated? 
KatHT what Uads of weeds iafcst yowr 
premlaes. Know their charmeterixties 
and habits of growth. Leam how 
they propagate themselves. Study 
tlicin from evory standpoint. Then 
ii|)ply tlip remedy ^\Ilich will iiugj^e.<t 
I it. self. Concerted aefion niuong f;n iii- 
i ers (Ifte' iiiint (1 to ri«l their farms of 
all forms of ohjeetioiialile weed life 
j will attain Uie ends soii'.'iit. Iiuliviil- 
I ual aefivity in this direciion is liiirli- 
ly desirable, l)iit uitlioiit liarmonions 
aetion among all interested it will 
require a much longer period. Indi- 
N id ual effort will beget larger inter- 
est and purpose, and the result will 
bo that in a short tine the entire 
eon II try will be Inocniated with the 
w eed destroying fever. Then weeds 
will go. 

The destruction of annual weeds is 
aeeomplislied by preventing them 
from prodiieing seed, wliieli involves 
file < iittiii<r ntr of to;>s lief«»re seed is 
produced. I'.iennials. wliieli jiropa- 
cate by root stalks and seeds, re- 
quire more rigid niethod.s of eradi- 
cation. They yield only to persistent 
enttiag off of tops which prevents 
seeds front forming and deprives 
them of plant food from the air. 
Perennials are still more stubborn 
than either of the others. Most 
weed.*? are )>erenniali<. .\nnnal8 are 
the most easily destroyed. All kinds 
of weeds, whether aiiiiiuils. l>ieiinials 
or perennials, may he destroyed if 
their tops he Kept . lit otT at the Mir- 
faee of the ground, no stems luing 
permitted to d»-veliii). This results 
in the sfarvati<iii of the roofs, as it 
were; the laboratory with whieh they 
aet in harmony l»eing removed their 
own functions are destroyed. Many 
kinds of weeds may be smothered 
out by sowinir the infested land to 
;rras8 or other erops which are known 
to jiosses.s hardiness and thiek-|frow- 
irig ha hits. 

Let every farmer consider himself 
a committee aypoinfed l)y liis best 
interests to eradicate all the weeds 
on his own farm. He tlius may be- 
gin the weed destruel ion movement 
whose oufeome will l)e the total 
elinnnation of the tlioiisands of va- 
rieties of weeds whieh so serif)iisly 
menace ag'rieulture and so materially 
lessen its retnms.— Fanaers* Voiee.

These plants seem to partake of the nature and character of the 
serpent; in Avinter time being comparatively harmless, but Avheu warmed 
into life by spring and summer heat they become extremely venomot^s 
and spiteful, emitting a milky juice that burns and blisters like a fiery 
acid, prodiicin^^ quick inflammation and painful swelling. Some persons 
are so susceptible to these vegetable poisons that coming in their vicinity 
will produce almost as much discomfort and pain as handling them; 
their thin and sensitive skins seem to absorb from the surrounding 
atmosphere the acrid juices emanating from these plants. There is 
seldom a picnic or family gatheiiug iu the woods but that some mem- 
ber of the part}'^ conies in contact with Poison Jvyj Oak or some other 
hurtful ])lant or v. ced, and through the open pores the })oisou is carried 
to the overheated blood. Poison Ivy is found clinging to tree trunks, 

fences or rocks, sometimes reach- 
ing great heights; the leaves are 
nearh' square in shape, smooth 
and shin}' arid three on each stem; 
the flowers are of a greeiiish white 
color, and the berries pale p reen or 

white. The Oak is a small shrub, seldom more tlian three
